The Background of the Feder- 
al Council 


The Federal Council’ of the 
Churches of Christ in America was 
formed in 1908. It now has a con- 
stituency of twenty-four denomina- 
tions, the combined membership of 
which is about twenty-six millions. 


Although the Federal Council 
does represent a great constituency 
of church members, the number of 
those who consciously accept its 
infidelity to the cardinal doctrines 
of the Church or its radical social 
and political program is very much 
smaller than the above figures 
would indicate. It has a perfect 


right to exist and represent its real | 


constituency, pursuing its objec- 
tives without hindrance, in so far 
as these objectives do not restrict 
the liberties and privileges of 
others, but should not be permitted, 
without challenge, to speak for mil- 
lions who are utterly opposed to 
much in its program and pro- 
nouncements. The Federal Council 
does not represent the evangelicals 
of America and could not represent 
them unless a revolutionary change 
in its setup should occur. That is 
not likely to happen. Its present

Paul had a partnership with the 
church at Ephesus. The Christians 
there were to pray for him always, 
with prayer and supplication and 
perseverance; and in response Paul 
sent to them Tychicus to tell them 
about Paul’s work.

But that ye also may know 
my affairs, and how I do, Tychicus, 
a beloved brother and faithful 
minister in the Lord, shall make 
known to you all things; whom I 
have sent unto you for the same 
purpose, that ye might know our 
affairs, and that he might comfort 
your hearts” (Eph. 6:18-22). 

AND FOR ME! Paul needed 
prayer for himself. And Christians 
blessed through .Paul’s ministry 
needed to hear about Paul’s work. 

I have decided to ask readers 
of THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
who are specially concerned about 
revival work to take upon them a 
regular burden of prayer for THE 
SWORD OF THE LORD and for 
my own revival campaigns.

moral and social reform. In these 
fields it has made notable con- 
tributions to the welfare of the 


been on the wrong side of some of 
our gravest social problems. Its ad- 
vocacy of birth control and much 


classes has been a scandal which 
has cost it the respect and support 
of many people. 

Its work for the colored race .has 
been helpful in some respects but 
questionable in others. Nearly two 
decades ago the more daring spirits 
among the Council leaders began to 
discuss the social equality of. the 
races: The Federal Council Bulletin 
called Information Service, in re- 
porting one of its departmental 
conferences said, “The conferences 
in almost every session faced 
frankly their personal attitudes to- 
ward men and women of different 
races—in business and social re- 
lations. Nor was the question of 
intermarriage evaded. That was 
considered at length. It was felt 
that some pioneer spirits should 
take advanced steps in that direc- 
tion.” That intermarriage of ne- 
groes and whites is freely and fa- 
vorably discussed in such con- 
ferences is a well-known fact. 


The Federal Council’s political 
activities have occasionally been 
commendable. On the other hand, 
it has often espoused causes which 
have justified the charge that those 
who are politically radical, -anti- 
captialistic; and even communistic 


are high in its councils. The weight! 


of its influence is on the side ot 
labor as against management, gov- 
ernment ownership as against pri- 
vate industry, paternalism as a- 
gainst free enterprise, radical so- 


cialism as against the American/ 


democratic system of the past. 
These tendencies are disturbing to 
those who are politically and so- 
cially conservative. 


The greatest cause for anxiety, 
however, is its sabotage of Chris- 
tian doctrine. While its inclusive 
policy encourages the membership 
of evangelicals, their rating in its 
councils is low enough to make 
their participation practically use- 
less from a spiritual standpoint. 
It is the deep conviction of evange- 
lical leaders who have carefully 
investigated its record that it is 
so fully controlled by disbelievers 
in the more essential historic doc- 
trines of the Christian Church that 
there is no prospect of any change 
in its position in these most vital 
matters. 


We believe the time has come 
for a dispassionate review -of the 
record of the Federal Council with 
respect to Christian doctrine, as 
well as some of the social and po- 
litical issues which have engaged 
its attention. We have no desire 
to institute an unfair attack upon 
the Council but simply to clarify 
the issues so that Christians every- 
where may be able to decide in- 
telligently whether the . organiza- 


Within the next decade we be- 
lieve that Protestantism will be al- 
most entirely affiliated with the 
National Association of Evangeli-|. 
“cals or with the Federal Council. 


Although the National Association’ 


is devoted primarily to the pro- 
“pagation of the gospel, and the 
‘Federal Council to the solution of 
social and political problems, the 
two organizations are frankly com- 
petitive. They cannot walk to- 
gether because they do not agree as 
to the issues or the remedies. The 
‘conflict attendant upon these is- 
sues cannot be avoided. Dr. Fos- 
dick said, with remarkable candor, 
some time ago, “The uproar of the 
last few years associated with 
fundamentalism has been caused 
in part by the clear and true per- 


not stopped now, they will soon be

This is an important admission. 
“Control’ of religion is the goal 
of modernism. One after another 
of the citadels of faith have fallen 
as a result of its highly organized 
attacks. Shall we continue to be 
defeated or shall we learn to stand 
unitedly against its — of unbe- 
lief? 


In presenting the case against the 
Council we shall speak plainly but 
not with rancor. We shall endeavor 
to stick to the facts, and if, in any 
instance, we inadvertently depart 
from the truth, we shall welcome 
enlightenment and shall gladly 
make reparation. That the Federal 
Council includes in its constitu- 
ency the whole gamut of theologi- 
cal conviction and _ speculation, 
from those who are evangelical to 
those who are Unitarian in belief, 
will be denied by no one familiar 
with the truth. That it is hopeless- 
ly heretical and committed to the 
destruction of evangelical faith we 
shall endeavor to prove. That in 
the process of achieving its ob- 
jectives it proposes to create a su- 
perorganization of oppression and 
repression we are convinced. 

Inasmuch as it has no theologi- 
cal statement, its trend and char- 
acter in relation to doctrine can 
only be judged by an examination 
of the creed of its officers and those 
most prominent in its councils. 

It may well be objected that 
these leaders are so diverse in their 
beliefs that no diagnosis is possible 
which will be fair to all of them. 
The danger of injustice to some has 
been weighed. Frankly, we believe 
that we are justified in contending 
that if, as is alleged, the Federal 
Council is the spearhead of theo- 
logical heresy in America, we have 
the right to prove the allegation 
by the statements of its leaders. 
The sabotage of those foundational 
doctrines of the Christian faith on 
which the Church has rested during 
two millenniums will inevitably 
bring about the collapse of its 
structure. If the undermining pro- 
cess is allowed to proceed unchal- 
lenged, even though it be conducted 
by a few, the result will still be 
disastrous, and those who give 
their tacit consent to it by silence 
and by continued relationship with 
the saboteurs must bear a part 
of the responsibility. The presence 
and particiation of so-called e- 
vangelicals in the work of the Fe- 
deral Council cannot compensate 
for the destructive influence of the 
modernists therein any more than 
the presence of a small (or large) 
percentage of wheat flour in a loaf 
of bread can nullify the deadly ef- 
fect of arsenic in the same loaf. If 
some in the Federal Council are in 
disagreement with the pronounce- 
fments of modernist leaders, they 
should rebuke them for their heresy 
and withdraw from fellowship with 
them. 

While Christian fellowship can- 
not be built entirely upon doctrinal 
uniformity it is evident that doc- 
trine cannot be ignored. We read 
in the account of the great pente- 
costal outpouring of the spirit at 
Jerusalem that the new-born Chris- 
tians “continued steadfastly in the 
apostles’ doctrine and fellowship.” 
One is essential to the other. There- 
fore, the Federal Council must ac- 
cept the characterization which its 
officers and leaders have given it 
by their public utterances on doc- 
trine. 

Finally, we wish to point out 


idealism or the sincerity of these 
‘leaders with whom we find our- 
selves in total disagreement on 
many of the most vital questions. 
We do not believe it is our pro- 


ception of the reactionaries that the 
liberals are gaining, and that, if 


that we are not impugning the high} 


our duty to make clear to the pub- 
lic the issues which are, inevitably, 
to determine the course of Protes- 
tantism during the coming years. 
A bit of information regarding 
the .earlier efforts at co-operation 
among evangelical denominations 
is essential to an understanding of 
the birth of the Federal Council. 
There had been a growing concern 
among leaders in the churches for 
many years over the multiplying 
divisions among Protestants. Vari- 
ous efforts at interdenominational 
co-operation had been made as far 
back as the American Revolution. 
One of the most notable of these 
resulted in the eventual organiza- 
tion of the Evangelical Alliance in 
London, in 1846. Several distin- 
guished American. delegates were 
present and participated in the pro- 
ceedings. 

The following resolution was un- 
animously adopted at that con- 
vention: 

“That: the members of this con- 
ference are deeply convinced of the 
desirableness of forming a .con- 
federation on the basis of great 
evangelical principles held in com- 


mon by them which may afford to 
members of the Church of Christ 
opportunity of cultivating brotherly. 
love, enjoying Christian intercourse, 
and promoting such other objects 
as they may hereafter agree to pro- 
secute together; and they hereby 
proceed to form such a confedera- 
tion under the name of the Evange- 
lical Alliance.” 

A’statement of faith was adopted 
which in most of its essential 
points was in harmony with recent 
fundamentalists creedal statements. 
Membership in the Alliance was 
contingent upon the acceptance of 
this affirmation which included the 
following points: 

1. The divine inspiration, author- 
ity, and sufficiency of the Holy 
Scriptures ; 

2. The right and duty of private 
judgment in the interpretation of 
the Holy Scriptures; 

3. The unity of the Godhead and 
the Trinity of Persons therein: 

4. The utter depravity of hum- 
an nature in consequence of the 
fall; 

5. The Incarnation of the Son cf 
God, His work of atonement for 
the sins of mankind, and His 
mediatorial intercession and reign; 

6. The justification of the sinner 
by faith alone; 

7. The work of the Holy Spirit 
in the conversion and sanctification 
of the sinner; 

8: The immortality of the soul, 
the resurrection of the body, the 
judgment of the world by our Lord 
Jesus Christ, with the eternal bless- 
edness of the righteous and the 
eternal punishment of the wicked: 

9. The divine institution of the 
Christian ministry and the obliga- 
tion and perpetuity of the ordin- 
ances of Baptism and the Lord’s 
Supper. 

The Evangelical Alliance pros- 
pered and did valuable service over 
a period of many years. However, 
as John A. Hutchison pointed out 
in his history of the Federal Coun- 
cil, published in 1941 under the 
title We Are Not Divided,* this 
doctrinal statement “did serve to 
fasten upon the organization a 
theological or doctrinal nature 
which, in the course of time, proved 
for the American branch to be a 
strait jacket.” 

Mr. Hutchison believes that “one 
of the clues to the failure of the 
Evangelical Alliance was tlie theo- 
logical rigidity which prevented it 
from adjusting itself to one of the 
major transitions in the history of 
the American Church . Edu- 
cated people began to demand that 
religion put off the crudities of an 
earlier day and put on the gar- 
ments of refinement and culture.” 

Again Mr. Hutchison comments, 
“The nineteenth century liberal re- 
volt in New England brought into 
American Christi 
humane and ethical thought which 
before the end of the century had 


vince to judge their motives. It is 


influenced even the most orthodox 


denominations. Nineteenth century 
scientific thought, with its concepts 
of evolution and progress, like- 
wise made its mark on the church- 
es...” (Ibid.) 

It was not strange, in view of the 
decreasing interest in theology or 
hostility to it which became in- 
creasingly prevalent during the 
closing years of the century, that 
the evangelical emphasis of the Al- 
liance was no longer popular. There 
was widespread interest in the or- 
ganization of a new type of inter- 
church council or federation which 
would declare a moratorium on 
theology and devote itself to the 
proclamation of the “social gospel.” 

Thus the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America 
came into existence in 1908. The 
preliminary work of organization 
was commenced at a conference 
attended by official delegates from 
thirty denominations which met in 
Carnegie Hall, New York, Novem- 
ber 15 to 21, 1905. Among the de- 
legates were many evangelicals, but 
also a considerable number of those 
who had turned away from the 
historic positions of the Church on 
many doctrinal points and had be- 
come the pioneers of the twentieth- 
century apostasy, known as mo- 
dernism or liberalism. 


In contrast with the earlier or- 
ganization (the Evangelical Alli- 
ance), no statement of faith was 
adopted by the Federal Council 
other than that which appears in 
the preamble of its constitution. 
Reference. is made therein to the 
“essential oneness of the Christian 
Churches of America in -Jesus 
Christ as their divine Lord and 
Saviour.” In place of a doctrinal 
statement, the Federal Council a- 
dopted a Social Creed which, with 
variations in detail, remains to this 
day. A comparison of this with 
the creed adopted by the Evange- 
lical Alliance is enlightening. 

“To us it seems that the church- 
es must stand— 

“For equal rights and complete 
justice for all men in all stations 
of life. 

“For the right of all men to the 
opportunity for self-maintenance, 
a right ever to be wisely and 
strongly safeguarded against  en- 
croachments of every kind. 

“For the right of workers to 
some protection against the hard- 
ships often resulting from the swift 
crises of industrial change. 

“For the principle of conciliation 
and arbitration in industrial dis- 
sensions. 

“For the protection of the work- 
er from dangerous machinery, oc- 
cupational disease, injuries, and 
mortality. 

“For the abolition of child labor. 

“For the regulation of the condi- 
tions of toil for women as shall 
safeguard the physical and moral 
health of the community. 

“For the suppression of the 
‘sweating system.’ 

“For the gradual and reasonable 
reduction of the. hours of labor to 
the lowest practicable’ point, and 
for that degree of leisure for all 
which is a condition of the highest 
human life. 

“For a release from employment 
one day in seven. 

“For a living wage as a mini- 
mum in every industry and for the 
highest wage that each industry 
can efford. 

“For the most equitable division 
of the products of industry that 
can ultimately be devised. 

“For suitable provision for the 
old age of the workers and for 
those incapacitated by injury. 

“For the abatement of poverty.” 

Certainly, there can be little fault 
found with the high ideology of 
these objectives. But they make no 
reference to God, the Church, or 
doctrine. They could be adopted 
by any purely secular organiza- 
tion with enthusiasm. Here, at last, 
is the successful exclusion of every- 


ity currents of 


‘thing which has to do with the pe- 
culiar message or mission of the 


Church and the inclusion only of 
the externals which have to do 


with the superstructure rather than 
the foundations of the building. Is 
it not worthy of consideration that 
most of the social objectives of the 
Federal Council during the thirty- 
five years of its history have been 
wholly or partially defeated and 
that much ground that was gained 
temporarily has been lost again? 
Nothing could stop the victori- 
ous march of the early Church in 
the days of its power, when its 
message was first, last, and al- 
ways, “that Christ died for our 
sins according to the scriptures; 
and that he was buried, and that 
he rose again the third day accord- 
ing to the scriptures” (I Cor. 15: 
3, 4). That message bore its fruit 
first of all in transformed lives. As 
a matter of course, it opened and 
era of social and political reform 
that progressively and increasingly 
blessed the generations of those 
who believed in Christ. 


The charge that evangelicals are 
not socially minded in an unwar- 
ranted slander. The greatest social 
and political reforms of history, 
the most worthy and extensive 
charities, the finest and most glori- 
ous advances in the arts have ac- 
companied every period of - spiri- 
tual rivival in the Church. This is 
not open to question. But these 
things have always been the by- 
products rather than the chief ob- 
jectives. We contend that any at- 
tempt to build a better society by 
the adoption of a social service 
creed without a foundation of 
scriptural doctrine and experience 
is like building a house on the 
shifting sands of the desert. 


One acknowledged reason for the 
introduction of the social gospel a3; 
a substitute for. evangelical preach- 
ing was the hope that the laboring 
man, who, it could be seen, was 
deserting the churches, might be 
tempted by this new approach to . 
renew his interest in religion. This 
hope has been doomed to disap- 
pointment. Progressively, in those 
areas where the ideology of the 
Federal Council has been ré¢éived 
with the greatest enthusiasm, the 
continued drift from church at- 
tendance has been the greatest. For 
instance, in New England, the 
stronghold of liberalism and the 
social gospel, more than one thou- 
sand churches stand deserted or 
have been converted to other uses. 
Church attendance has declined to 
such a degree that hundreds of 
communities have not evén one 
family of churchgoers. Less than 
eight per cent of the residents of 
New England attend any Protest- 
ant church regularly. In some 
counties the average attendance is 
scarcely five per cent of the popu- 
lation. 


While there have been other con- 
tributing factors, the largest mea- 
sure of responsibility may justly be 
laid at the door of those organiza- 
tions which have followed the poli- 
cies ‘of the Federal Council the 
most faithfully. When men lose 
their conviction of the need of a 
new birth and a Saviour from sin 
there is little incentive for them 
to attend church. except to join in 
its social affairs, or to maintain 
an appearance of respectability 4n 
communities where there are some 
vestigial remains of the puritanical 
conscience of an earlier generation. 


No, the social gospel is not the 
key that unlocks the door to the 
heart, either of “working men or 
anyone else. The Federal Council 
has toiled, not merely through a 
night, but through a generation, 
and has caught nothing.

I have read you the 
story of Peter when he was with 
Jesus in the Garden of Gethsemane 
and how Jesus had already warned 
him particularly.

“I am sleepy and tired.” There are 
many times when you: ought to 
pray when you are sleepy.

Then Peter took him, 
and began to rebuke him, saying, 
Be it far from thee, Lord: this 
shall not be unto thee.” And the 
“Get thee behind me, Satan, thou 
art an offence to me.” He said in 
effect, ‘Peter, you are on the devil’s 
side about this. The devil is trying 
to keép Me from going to the cross, 
and is trving to get me to detour 
around the crucifixion. That is 
what he has been telling me all the 
time.’ So Jesus said to Peter what 
He had said to Satan, “Get thee 
behind me, Satan, thou art an of- 
fence to me.” 

In Luke 18:31-34, we find 
Scripture: 

“Then he took unto him 
twelve, and said unto-them, Be- 
hold, we go up to Jerusalem, and 
all things that are written by the 
prophets concerning the Son of man 
shall be accomplished. For he shall 
be delivered unto the Gentiles, and 
shall be mocked, and spitefully en- 
treated, and spitted on; And they 
shall scourge him, and put him to 
death; and the third day he shall 
rise again. And they understood 
none of these things: and this say- 
ing was hid from them, neither 
knew thev the things which were 
spoken.”’ 

They did not understand the 
Old Testament teaching that Je- 
sus would be crucified, and would 
rise again: .... 

Every time Jesus foretold His 
going to the cross, His burial and 
that on the third day He would 
rise again, they failed to understand 
about His death, and about His 
resurrection. Until Jesus came into 
the upper room after He arose 
from the’ dead they did not believe 
Him concerning the resurrection. 
They thought He was a ghost until 
He said Here I am. See my hands, 
with the nail scars. Put your finger 
there and thrust your hand into my 
side. Do not be faithless, but be- 


this 


the 


lieving. Not until then did they: 


understand the Scriptures about 
the resurrection. Peter fell into sin 
and denied Christ because he had 
not learned the Word of God as he 
ought. Because they came to the 
time when the world turned against 


Jesus and He was now ready to be” 


crucified, they thought, “Jesus has 
failed and the gospel -has failed and 
we are ruined!” Peter just did not 
understand it, and did not know 
what to do. He did not know how 
it would turn out because he had 
not studied and prayed over the 
Word of God as he should have. 

Those two who walked down the 
road to Emmaus that day talking 
and were sad did not know Jesus 
when He joined them. He said, 
“What are you talking about? Why 
are you so sad?” 


They said, “Well, there was a 
man named Jesus of Nazareth, a 

prophet, and we thought it was He 
who should have redeemed Israel, 
but now He is dead!” And Jesus 
said, “O fools and slow of heart to 
believe all that the prophets have 
spoken. Ought not Christ to have 
suffered these things and to have 
entered into his glory?” (see Luke 
24:13-26) 


And He opened up the books of 
Moses and the Psalms and the pro- 
phets and taught them case after 

case and Scripture after Scripture 
proving that Jesus had to die and 
had to. rise again the third day so 


that His blood could pay for their 
sins and for the sin of the world. 


If Peter had learned that before 
the time came for Christ’s betrayal, 
he would not have committed that 
terrible sin of denying his Lord. He 
woudn’t have been discouraged. 
When you get discouraged, you are 
liable to fall into sin. Somebody 
says, “I am blue today.” You had 
better get out of the blue and get 
into the pink. When you are blue, 
the devil is on your trail! 


That is the way this physical bo- 
dy is, too. There is normally a 
slight alkaline, chemical reaction 
in the body. If your bodwv does not 
have enough exercise, or if you 
eat. too much meat, fat and sugar 
instead of vegetables and fruit, then 
you get an acid condition in the 
whole body. Then the stomach, the 
elimination and other things are not 
right. Then any kind of infection 
prospers, Any time you get the 
body all soured: u- with an acid 
condition, then there will be throat 
trouble, enlarged tonsils, sinus in- 
fection, gastric ulcers, kidney trou- 
ble or some terrible thing wrong 
with you. The doctors have found 
that even if it is just a trouble in 
the toes, it is often fostered by an 
acid condition of the body. So when 
you get blue and discouraged and 
disheartened and down in the 
mouth, it gives the devil a good 
chance to do his work. I know 
many a man can whip the liquor 
lust and the drink habit until he 
gets “down in the mouth’ and dis- 
couraged and feels that he does not 
have any friends, and when he goes 
home the wife that he loves scolds 
him and things are not happy a- 
round there. Then he goes out and 
says, “I will just have a glass of 
beer and it will pick me up, and 
maybe I will feel a little better.” 
Then the first thing he knows, he 
is drunk and back again in the old 
habit and in the gutter of sin. 


Peter would not have been dis- 
couraged and downhearted and de- 
feated if he had onlv known ahead 
of time and could have said when 
Judas came and kissed the shame- 
ful kiss on the face of Jesus. “Oh, it 
is sad, but it is coming to pass as 
the Scripture has said, and He will 
die, and His blood poured out will 
pay for my sins. But I will see Him 
rise again and will see Him ascend 
into Heaven.” Peter would not have 
denied Jesus if he had known this 
ahead of time. Peter would not 


have been defeated that day. Peter 


did wrong because he did not study 
the Bible, and did not learn the 


Bible. If Peter had known the Bi- 


ble, he would not have fallen into 
that terrible sin. 

No wonder David said, “Thy 
word have I hid in mine heart that 
I might not sin against thee.” If 
you do not watch to obey the Bible 
teaching, if you don’t learn the 
Bible, if you do not hide it in your 
heart and store it away like prec- 
ious treasures hid in your heart, 
you are going to fall into terrible 
sin. The only safeguard for a child 
of God is holding on to God by 
prayer and then hiding the Word 
of God in his heart. What I mean. is 
this: John 15:7 says, “If ye abide in 
me (through the Holy Spirit’s lea- 
dership) and my words abide in 
you (the Bible), ye shall ask what 
ye will (in prayer) and it shall be 
done unto you.” That is constant 
prosperity, constant safeguarding, 
constantly winning the fight every 
day through the Bible and prayer. 
Peter had neglected those two. 
[Ms friends, I beg you, do not 

eglect the Word of God. “Sin will 
keep you from the Bible or the Bi- 
ble ‘will keep you from sin.” The 
man who-goes on in sin and likes 
sin and holds on to it will have no 
taste for that Book. There is some- 
thing badly wrong with you when 
the Bible is dry to you. When you 
take up this holy Book, this Book 
written by the Holy Spirit (men 
wrote down the words of God) and 
you read here about redemption, 
about salvation, and about God’s 
love and the romance of creation 
and a thousand mysteries and glor- 
ies of the world to come and it is 
dry to you; Brother, you have been 
doing something you ought not to 


do! Something is wrong in your life 
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or that Book would be sweet and 
fresh and fascinating and lovely be- 
yond compare. Get this now, the 
Word of God is a safeguard again- 
st sin. 


When many of you Christians 
have a little persecution, or when 
you start out to win sinners and 
they talk a little sharply to you or 
insult you, you get discouraged and 
you quit, What is the matter? You 
did not read your Bible. If you had 
read your Bible like you should, 
you would have expected that a- 
head of time. You would have said, 
“I know they despised Jesus and 
they will despise me, too. But He 
said He would be with me.” If you 
had read your Bible, you would 
have known that the Bible says, 
‘Blessed are ye, when men shall 
revile you, and persecute you, and 
shall say all manner of evil against 
you falsely, for my sake. Rejoice 
and be exceeding glad: for great is 
your reward in heaven: for so per- 
secuted they the prophets which 
were before you.” If you knew your 
Bible, you would say, “Thank God, 
He is going to bless me and help 
me. I will go on and do a little more 
for the Lord.” You will fail if 
you go without the safeguard of 
resting on the Bible. 


Peter failed and fell into sin be- 
cause he did not know what God 
had planned, and when Satan came 
to Peter, he was taken by surprise, 
so he said, “It is all gone any way, 
Jesus is going to be put to death, I 
had better save my own life.” So 
Peter told the shameful lie, cursed 
and swore and tried to get out of 
the accusation of being a Christian. 
He broke his own heart and the 
heart of Christ. Peter became the 
pattern for all backsliders, the most 
shameful picture of a child of God; 
and Satan was able to get him to 
act that way because he did not 
know the Bible. 

If you do not know vour Bible 
and do not have in your heart the 
spiritual interpretation, the devil 
will defeat you, too. You cannot 
beat the devil without the Word of 
God. 


How Christ Defeated Satan 
With Scripture 


The Lord ‘esus Christ was our 
example on this matter. He was led 
of the Spirit to be tempted of. the 
devil. The same way He whipped 
the devil, we mav whip the devil. 
Some people think, “Jesus had ad- 
vantages that I don’t have.” No, He 
didn’t He was weak when He went 
to be tempted. He had fasted forty 
days so He would be as weak as 
any man ever was. In times of phy- 
sical weakness, or discouragemen 
or exhaustion it is more difficult for 
us_to resist Satan. So we need to 
specially watch and pray at such 
times. If you do not watch, you will 
be discouraged and commit some 
terrible sin. If your heart is not 
glad, the devil takes advantage of 
that. If you have trouble in the 
home you may go off and get 
drunk or say wicked things or quit 
on God, The devil takes advantage 
of every trouble or weakness. 
Somebody mistreats you then the 
devil tries to get you to quit serv- 
ing the Lord. Perhaps you mash 
your finger—then the devil says, 
“You would be justified in getting 
mad.” So you get mad. You may 
not say anything out loud, but Sa- 
tan has caused you to sin. The devil 
will take advantage of everything 
that comes along to get you to sin. 
But Jesus said, I will give the de- 
vil every advantage of Me and yet 
I will defeat him as a man filled 
with the Spirit, and not as God, so 
that no poor, weak sinner can ever 
say that I have had more advantage 
than he. So Jesus went out in the 
wilderness and was forty days and 
nights without a bite to eat. When 
the Spirit led Him out to face the 
devil, He defeated the devil with 
the Word of God! That lovely 
story is found in Matt 4: 1-11 and 
Luke 4:1-13. ~ 

I praise God for this. (He is a 
wonderful Saviour). He put Him- 
self in my place and when He met 
the devil, said, ‘I will not use a 


single weapon but what John Rice 


can use, too.” When Satan said,— 
“Take these rocks and make bread,” 

Jesus said, “In the first place, John 

Rice could not make bread out of 

rock and I am not going to do that 

either. In the second place I can 

not obey Satan; even about bread. 

I have got to whip him the same: 
way John Rice can whip him.” So 

‘He said, ‘It is written in the Bible, 

Man shall not live by bread alone 

but by every word that proceedeth 

out of the mouth of the Lord shall 

man live.’ Jesus said, ‘If the devil 

ever bothers John Rice about 

something to eat, he can use the 

same Scripture.’ 


When Satan brought the other 
temptation about Jesus falling off 
the pinnacle of the temple, the devil 
told Him that the angels would 
bear him up lest He dash His foot 
against a stone. Jesus answered, 
“Tt is written Thou shalt not tempt 
the Lord thy God.” He answered 
Satan by Scripture, and so can you. 

Then Satan came back and said, 
‘Here is another proposition. I will 
give you all the kingdoms of this 
earth if you will bow down and 
worship me one time.’ Jesus had a 
Bible answer to that, too. He turned 
and said, “It is written, thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God and Him 
only shalt thou serve.” When Jesus 
whipped the devil, He whipped him, 
Brother. He did it with this Word 


of God. 


Had Peter Understood Isaiah 
53 And Psalm 22 He Would 

Never Have Denied Christ 

If Peter had just known the 
Word of God as he sat out there 
that night he would not have denied 
Jesus. He would have looked on 
with a broken heart, to be sure, 
but he could have said in his heart, 
“Now I am going to see the fifty- 
third chapter of Isaiah fulfilled, and 
the fiftieth, too, where it says, ‘T 
gave my back to the smiters, and 
my cheeks to them that plucked off 
the hair: I hid not my face from 
shame and spitting.’ Now,I am go- 
ing to see Him taken out and led to 
the cross and crucified!” If Peter 
had just known the Bible, he would. 
have been moved with compassion 
and tears, but he would have been 
as bold as a lion and could have 
said, “Now I am going to see Him 


bear His cross, and I am going to 


hear Him pray the prayer of the 
twenty-second Psalm, ‘Eli, Eli, 
lama sabachthani?’ that is, ‘My 
God, my God, why hast thou for- 
saken me?’ I am going to see and 
hear that. I am going to see Him 
put down into the grave, and I am 
going to see Him come up again 


triumphant over death, hell and the 
if} |grave!” If Peter had. just known 


that; he surely would not have 
sinned that time. Peter, if you had 
just fed yourself on the Word of 
God you would have had strength 
to meet this temptation. There is no 
bread that can give strength for 
temptation like the Word of God. 
Feed on the Word, it will keep you 
from sin. 

Peter was defeated by not under- 
standing those things. Whenever Je- 
sus spoke of His death and resur- 
rection, the disciples said, “We do- 
n’t understand it.” None of the dis- 
ciples did. Peter fell into sin partly 
because he had not studied the 
Bible. 


4, Bad Company Was The Oc- 
cassion Of Peter’s Sin. 

Another factor in Peter’s Sin was 
bad company. Peter said, “There is 
danger, if I just walk right in where 
Jesus is being tried. I had better 
stay out here.” So he sat with 
Satan’s crowd -by the fire. And 
friend you may think it dangerous 
to go all the way with Jesus. That 
may be so. I frankly admit to you. 
sometimes if you are close enough 
to Jesus you will suffer for it. You 
had just as well face that. But I 
will tell you the other side of it, 
Brother. Just as certain as you run 
with the devil’s crowd, you will 
suffer for it. You will Suffer more 


by running with the devil’s crowd . 


than by keeping close to Jesus. Yes, 
you will! Somebody says, “Well, 
there is so much to give up if I 


come out-and-out for Jesus.” It is
